House and Senate Pass 
USMC Promotion Bill 


The Senate yesterday without a dis- 
senting vote passed HR 4016, the com- 
promise Marine Corps personnel bill. 

As the provisions requiring selection 
of passed over field officers, establishing 
service requirement for selection, and 
prohibiting eontinuous service in Wash- 
ington were not in the bill when it 
passed the House last year, the revised 
measure must go back to that body for 
approval. However, inasmuch as the bill 
as it passed the Senate was drafted in 
the House and passed in almost identi- 
cal form under a _ different number 
earlier in the week, immediate approval 
is expected. 

When the bill was called up yester- 
day, Senator Walsh of Massachusetts, 
acting chairman of the naval committee, 
gave a short explanation of its provi- 
sions. Senator Black of Alabama, who 
fought the original bill, wanted to know 
whether or not there would be any safe- 
guard against the same officers who 
made selections in the past being on the 
proposed new board. 

“You and I both suspected that the 
boards of the last two years were not 
entirely disinterested,” said Senator 
Walsh, “there were too many officers in 
Washington selected. However, I am go- 
ing to do all I can to see that it is not 
the same board.” 

This assurance satisfied Senator Black 


and the measure was then passed by 
unanimous consent. 

An amendment was inserted on the 
House floor when the bill was passed 
by that body earlier in the week. 
On motion of Representative Melvin 
Maas, the section prohibiting officers 


from spending more than four years 
out of any consecutive eight on duty at 
Marine Corps Headquarters was changed 
to begin with existing tours of duty and 
not count previous service. Otherwise the 
bill is identical with the measure on the 
Senate calendar. 

Meanwhile, at the Navy Department 
the General Board continued witb its 
bhourd restudy of the selection problem. 
The project has been the primary matter 
before the Board since late January, but 
as yet there is no indication as to when it 
will make its report. 

Representative Melvin Maas’ bill to 
prevent selection boards from consider 
ing the medical records of officers under 
consideration has been referred to a sub 
committee of the Naval Affairs Com 
mittee. During the hearings on the Ma 
rine Corps personnel bill, Chairman Vin 
son promised Representative Maas that 
he would give him a hearing on this mea- 
sure and also on a bill which would pre- 
vent naval officers from spending more 
than four years out of a consecutive eight 
on duty at the Navy Department. Con- 
gressman Maas expects that the subcom- 
mittee, which is headed by Representa- 
tive John J. Delaney, Dem. of N. Y., will 
consider his bills within the next few 
days.

Revise MAC Appointments 


The Senate Military Committee yester- 
day reported 8. 4390 which would re- 
peal existing law requiring that Medical 
Administrative Corps appointments be 
confined to enlisted men. 


Under the bill as amended in accord- 
ance with War Department wishes, fu- 
ture appointments would be made only 
from among graduates of recognized 
pharmaceutical schools with four year 
courses. Ultimately, when the present 
personnel of the corps retires it would 
be reduced to 16 pharmacists. 

The Department in endorsing the mea- 
sure, contended that personnel acquired 
from enlisted ranks during the past few 
years had not contributed materially to 
the efficiency of the Medical Department 
through lack of technical training. The 
bill originally was introduced by Sena- 
tor Sheppard. 


Enlisted Men’s Legislation 

War Department views on legislation 
pending before the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee dealing with enlisted 
men were heard by the committee, April 
23, at a brief session. 

After several meetings devoted to the 
committee movement to draft legislation 
benefitting enlisted personnel at which a 
number of non-commissioned _ officers 
were heard, representatives of the De- 
partment were called upon for the offi- 
cial views on the 20 odd enlisted men’s 
bills referred to the committee. Three 
officers of the War Department General 
Staff, Lt. Col. Frank L. Purdon, (Inf.) 
Gsc, Lt. Col. B. G. Chynoweth, (Inf.) 
asc, and Maj. O. B. Abbott, (Inf.) GSC, 
testified. 

Colonel Chynoweth urged the commit- 
tee to act favorably on the Department’s 
bill to give the President authority to fix 
the number of grades and ratings. It is 
expected that the committee will draft 
any bill it decides upon around this mea- 
sure, probably consolidating with the 
proposal other legislation favored. What 
other matters may be favored has not 
heen indicated, for while there was a 
favorable reaction to many of the pro- 
posals of the non-commissioned officers 
who have been before the committee, 
most of them can be accomplished under 
the authority of the grades and ratings 
bill, if the money is made available. 

Colonel Purdon presented unfavorable 
War Department reports on the follow- 
ing bills: HR 3028, to increase the pay 
of enlisted men retired prior to 1920; 
HR 3475. to increase retired men’s allow- 
ances from $15.75 to $80; and HR 4252, 
authorizing time spent in the Civil Ser- 
vice to count for Army retirement. A 
non-committal report was given on HR 
8317 to give enlisted men of 10 years’ 
service and who were formerly rated as 
totally disabled for three years a total 
disability pension. It was stated that the 
question was one for the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

Several bills introduced a year ago 
providing for enlistment of the unem- 
ployed in the Army for short terms and 
for giving military training for the CCO 
were next heard briefly. As the measures 
were among the bills affecting enlisted

Gradual Army Increase 
Approved by Conferees 


Senate and House conferees on the 
Army appropriation bill reached an agree- 
ment on disputed provisions of the mea- 
sure this week and yesterday reported 
back a compromise bill carrying approxi- 
mately $572,675,000, including $121,000,- 
OOO for non-military items. 

The increases in oflicer and enlisted 
personnel made by the Senate were set- 
tled by compromise. Instead of 350 uddi- 
tional Air Corps, Medical Corps and Den- 
tal Corps officers next year there will be 

25, the conferees decided. The enlisted 
strength was fixed at 165,000 as provided 
by the Senate, instead of 147,000 as set by 
the House, but the higher figure will be 
slowly built up to at the rate of 1,500 
men a month so as to attain the strength 
at the end of the year. 

The amendment limiting profits on air- 
craft and ordnance material to 10 per 
cent was stricken from the bill. Its in- 
clusion had been opposed by the War De- 
partment on the ground that it would 
hamper the procurement and develop- 
ment of the best type of airplanes. 

The 125 additional officers will be 50 
for medical corps, 50 for the Air Corps, 
and 25 for the Dental corps. Wording 
was included authorizing the increase in 
the Medical and Dental Corps. 

Representative Tilman Parks, chair 
man of the House military appropriations 
sub-committee won out in his fight for 
strengthening sea coast defenses on the 
Pacific Coast, Panama and Ilawall, the 
$6,725,000 for this purpose struck out by 
the Senate being restored. Senate amend- 
ments on a number of other important 
items prevailed, however. The War De- 
partinent'’s proposal tocompletely modern- 
ize a number of 75 mm. guns was accepted 
by the conferees. The House had pro 
vided only for high speed carriages, while 
the Senate had accepted the Army's pro 
posal for complete modernization plus 
some high speed carriages. 

Liberalization in the restrictions upon 
the employment of retired officers was 
agreed upon by the conferees, The llouse 
had continued a restrictive proviso on 
this score, which the Administration had 
asked removed. However, on the question 
of flying pay for Air Corps officers no 
longer physically qualified to fly air 
planes the House prevailed. The Senate 
amendment would have permitted them to 
receive flight pay. The House provision 
discontinuing lighter-than-air activities 
also was adopted. Senate increases In 
ROTC and CMTC funds were approved 
as was also section providing for addi 
tional land at West Point. 

The retirement provision proposed by 
the Senate would have permitted civil 
employment of retired officers generally 
except that they could not personally be 
engaged in selling war materials or sup- 
plies to the War Department and would 
have permitted active officers to be em- 
ployed by firms which do not furnish war 
materials or supplies to the government. 
The conferees accepted the retired pro- 
vision but struck out the latter proviso. 

The conferees allowed $8,108,527 for 
Army travel instead of $8,006,027 ap- 
proved by the House and $8,126,027.

personnel before the committee, they 
were listed for hearing. 

Major Abbott presented the adverse 
views on a bill which would make the 
retired pay of oflicers and enlisted of the 
armed services subject to garnishment 
by courts for payment of alimony and 
support of children. He also read an 
adverse report on a bill which gives 
double time for retirement for enlisted 
men who served overseas during the 
World War. 

There was little discussion or ques- 
tioning of the War Department repre- 
sentatives during the hearing, and except 
for Colonel Chynoweth's report on the 
grades and ratings bill, the reports were 
either read briefly or put into the rec- 
ord without reading. It is expected that 
the committee will meet in the near fu- 
ture in executive session to draft its bill. 

Four hearings have been held on the 
measure. At the first one a number of 
non-commissioned officers from the Third 


Corps Area testified. Later a brief meet-. 


ing was held at which Colonel Purdon 
was heard, and last week two non-com- 
missioned officers from West Point testi- 
tied. They were M. Sgt. A. M. Lawrence, 
FA, and M. Sgt. A. C. Howard, QMC. 
In an article published in the Journal 
last week it was stated that Sergeant 
Lawrence attends Columbia University 
and told the committee of a trip he had 
made to Soviet Russia last year with a 
group of Columbia professors. This was 
in error, it should have read that Ser- 
geant Howard attends Columbia Uni- 
versity and told the committee of the 
trip to Russia. 

Colonel Chynoweth’s statement on the 
grades and ratings follows: 

“The War Department is informed 
that in its present form this bill, H. R. 
11639, is in accord with the financial 
program of the President. 

“This bill, which was introduced at 
the request of the War Department, 
would eliminate from the National De- 
fense Act, the rigid, mandatory distribu- 
tion of numbers in the various enlisted 
grades and ratings; and would authorize 
the President, by Executive Order, to es- 
tablish and revise when necessary, the 
eurrent distribution in such numbers, 
always within the limits of available 





appropriations, 

“Not many years ago, an army was 
purely a manpower organization. There 
was a standard need for grades, for 
command or control purposes, with more 
or Jess fixed distribution. As the ma- 
chine age came upon us, the need for 
occupational specialists was born. This 
need is a growing one. To meet this 
need, at the close of the World War, the 
present system of grades and specialist 
ratings was adopted. The rigid distribu- 
tion of these was determined upon as 
applicable at that time. It is no longer 
applicable. 

“The inhibitions of the rigid percent- 
age system may be observed in a study 
of any of our mechanized units such as 
an infantry tank battalion. The strong- 
est evidence has come, however, from the 
Air Corps, which is a wholly mechanized 
unit. Here, the numerical need for occu- 
pational specialists is greater than that 
for command grades. Yet because of the 
rigidity of the imposed system, we have 
been able to allocate to the Air Corps 
only about half as many ratings as 
grades. There are many reasons why 
this condition is highly unsatisfactory. 
The chief reason is the unnecessary 
complication in administering personnel, 
divided into some twenty-one pay cate- 
gories and distributed illogically in cate- 
sory. 

“The army has a listed need for some 
400 occupational specialist categories, 
with many sub-divisions in each cate- 
gory. To attempt to arrive at a theoreti- 
eal readjustment of our system of grades 
and ratings and to obtain legislative ac- 
tion in accordance, would be, on a small 
scale, exactly like having to codify 
American labor without subsequent initi- 
ative to make changes proven necessary 
by experience. And even if a_ perfect 
theoretical solution were determined, it 
would become obsolete every time we 
equip a unit with a new type of tank, 
or a new bombardment airplane. The 
War Department feels that the time has 
come when it should obtain the adminis- 
trative flexibility to handle this complex 
problem by the only practicable means: 
eg. trial and adjustment. This freedom 
the Navy Department has had fer some 
time in its control over the Navy, a 
wholly mechanized unit. Such, Mr. Chair- 
man, is the purpose of the bill. 

“Contrary to the impressions of some,

Under the League covenant, a method of dealing with these violations 
is provided. But nothing has been done. 

“Great Britain urged drastic action against Italy. France, wishing to haye 
Italian support against Germany, opposed punishment for Italy. Then, whey 
France sought to punish Germany for remilitarization of the Rhineland, Britaiy 
retaliated for France's attitude toward the case of Italy. 

“If there is any idealism in all this, any true loyalty to the case of peace for 
the sake of peace itself, we do not discern it.” 


The Racine, Wisc., Journal-Times believes that “the present outlook in Europe 
is peace for at least a couple of years more. The experts say Hitler ‘wil! not be 
ready to strike’ until the spring of 1938. Perhaps this is a date worth remembering. 

“Meanwhile what about us? * * * 

“Possibly nobody knows the answer. Yet there are some things reasonably 
clear. One of the clearest is this—that war is a state of mind which tends to 
realize itself. If a nation expects war, it is likely to come. 

“When people start thinking that war is preventable, they can do something 
to check the forces leading them in that direction. * * * 

“The best preventive of all, perhaps, is simple common sense.” 





“This nation will not be found entirely unprepared if the hopes for the aver. 
sion of another world war are not fulfilled,” is the belief of the Madison, Wise, 
Journal. 

“The sentiment of this nation is against any participation of the United States 
in the war. This sentiment will be respected if possible but every one most 
recognize that in another world conflict contingencies may be created that will 
draw us into the conflict. 

“The proposed increase of the number of war planes for this nation from 760 
to 4,000 is merely a precautionary step.

One of the most outstanding and dis- 
tinguished officers in France, General 
Nolan leaves the active list with a bril- 
liant record. Born in Akron, N. Y., April

He served in the 
Cuban Campaign and then went to the 
Philippines where he led a squadron of 
the 11th U. S. Volunteer Cavalry against 
the insurgents. In the intervening years 
before going to France he served with 
the Philippine Constabulary, with the 
War Department General Staff, and in 
Alaska,

He was personally selected by General 
Pershing to accompany him to France 
where he organized and administered the 
lntelligence Service, AEF, from its in- 
ception until its demobilization. From 
September 28 to October 8, 1918, he was 
assigned to command the 55th Infantry 
Brigade, 28th Division in the Meuse Ar- 
sonne offensive.

Along about the first of October, 1918, | 


General Nolan was granted a few days leave 
to rest from his arduous Intelligence duties 
but instead of taking advantage of the much 
needed rest he requested that he be allowed 
to serve a tour of duty at the front. 

“His request was granted and he was 
given temporary command of the 55th In- 
fantry Brigade of the 28th Division which 
at the time was battling its way forward in 
the Meuse-Argonne Offensive. 

“I will never forget my personal impres- 
sions of General Nolan and I will try to pass 
them on. 

“I was a signalman attached to the 110th 
Infantry which with the 100th Infantry com 
posed the 55th Inf. Brigade which at this 
particular time was having its hands full, 
the Germans being on our front and both 
flanks due to the fact that the divisions on 
our right and left were for some reason or 
other far behind our front line. We had 
already reached Apremont on the Aire River, 
situated in the midst of a very wild and 
mountainous terrain with high ridges run- 
ning at right angles to our front which sub- 
jected us to a disastrous enfilading fire from 
enemy artillery and machine guns located on 
these high escarpments. The town itself be- 
ing practically levelled, offered little shelter 
to the gas drenched troops. 

“This is a brief picture of the scene upon 
which our new Brigade Commander made 
his entrance. He was quiet in manner, a tall, 
raw-boned individual whom to me appeared 
more like a farmer back home casually sur- 
veying his broad acres instead of an officer 
sent up to devise ways and means of dis- 
posing of a desperate enemy. 

“He immediately established Brigade 
Headquarters in the basement of the Church 
which was about the only substantial shelter 
in the whole town and within several hun 
dred yards of the enemy lines, 

“Several times the Church was struck by 
shells but although the whole top floor of 
the building was shot away the basement 
held together. There were several strong 
counter attacks made by the enemy in an 
effort to recapture the town but they were 
repulsed. 

“The quiet, efficient, business like manner 
with which General Nolan tackled his task 
did not go unnoticed by officers or men and 
he was the subject of much favorable com 
ment, but that which amazed us most was 
when late that night with conditions as I 
have described them, he nevertheless with a 
nonchalance which I have rarely = seen 
equalled, proceeded to remove his clothing, 
don a pair of pajamas and rolling up in his 
blankets on the floor said, ‘I am going to 
sleep, if things really get bad, awaken me.’ 

“The runners and others that drift in and 
out of headquarters on business, and who 
considered themselves veterans as they had 
been at the front since June would never 
have been induced to sleep in such light 
marching order in such a dangerous position, 

“Several days later when the line had 
moved forward I had the pleasure of being 
his guide at Pleinchamp Farm when he was 
looking over the terrain preparatory to lay 
ing his plans for dislodging the enemy from 
the strong points at Chatel Chehery and 
hills 223, 244 and La Chene Tondu Plateau 
and although we were subjected to a hail 
of shell and machine gun fire the General 
remained as calm as if he were on a Sunday 
School picnic. 

“After looking things over he decided to 
put an advanced P. C. on the Farm and I 
must admit if he had put it any closer It 
would have been in enemy territory. 

“In his short tour of duty at the front 
his efficient execution of a most difficult task 
won for him the Distinguished Service Cross, 
and to this day wherever the boys of the 
old 55th Infantry Brigade gather they still 
remember Dennis E. Nolan, retelling the 
story of the Church at Apremont and the 
Brigadier who inspired his officers and men 
by his fearless leadership and_ soldierly 
qualities.” 





Approve Naval Auxiliary Bill 

In two short sessions this week, the 
House Naval Committee gave approval to 
four bills for the construction of 54 naval 
auxiliary vessels and the establishment 
of three naval air bases. 


Two of the four bills approved, the 
auxiliary authorization measure and 


authorization for a naval air base at 
Alameda, Calif., were sponsored by the 
Navy Department. The other two-au 
thorizing naval air stations at Tongue 
Point, Ore., and Jacksonville, Fla. were 
opposed by the Department. All except 
the latter measure were the subject of 
lengthy hearings by the House com 
mittee earlier in the session without 
being brought to a vote. The Jackson 
ville project was considered April 25. 
The auxiliary bill calls for the ccn- 
struction of six gunboats, 22 minesweep 
ers and light aircraft tenders, ten fleet 
tugs, eight tenders for aircraft, des- 
troyers and submarines, six store, cargo, 





repair and hospital ships, one oiler and 


one survey ship, totaling 221,000 tons. 
At Wednesday’s session the Committee 
approved the bill in the form as pub- 
lished on page 514 of the February 22, 
1936 issue of the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, incorporating in the measure a pro- 
vision giving shipbuilders on the Pacific 
Coast a six per cent differential in bid- 
ding on the ships. 

In reporting the Alameda bill, the com- 
mittee struck out a provision which would 
have resulted in the Federal Government 
purchasing u lease held by an aviation 
company. Representative Carl Vinson, 
chairman of the Committee insisted that 
the City of Alameda turn over the land 
free of encumbrances. The Dill has 
already been passed by the Senate. 

The Jacksonville bill simply authorizes 
the Navy to accept a tract of land and 
construct a base thereon and if not used 
within five years title to the land shall 
revert to the grantor. The Tongue Point 
measure was amended to authorize the 
expenditure of $1,500,000 for construc- 
tion of facilities for an air base on the 
naval reservation at that point. The 
money could also be expended for dredg- 
ing to enlarge the site. 


Training for 1,000 Reserves 


Following its announcement of the 
policy to be followed in the selection of 
the 1,000 reserve second lieutenants for 
one year’s active duty (published on page 
691 of the Army AND Navy JouRNAL of 
April 4) the War Department this week 
announced the general plan of training 
to be pursued. Funds for the assignment 
of the reserve officers are carried in the 
1987 appropriation bill, which has not yet 
been enacted but the item is not in con- 
troversy. 

“In general”, the Department states, 
“the training of these officers will con- 
sist of two parts: First, professional 
education covering the basic course for 
newly appointed officers as prescribed in 
AR 350-2600, to be conducted under the 
direct supervision of post commanders ; 
second, troop duty as second lieutenants 
of the Regular Army to gain practical 
experience in the basic duties of their 
grades in the arm to which assigned.” 

Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, 
Coast Artillery and Engineer trainees: 
will be assigned respectively to rifle com- 
panies of Infantry, rifle troops of Cav- 
alry, gun batteries of Field Artillery, 
headquarters and firing batteries of Coast 
Artillery, and headquarters or lettered 
companies or troops of Engineers. Not 
over three trainees are to be assigned to 
any one company, troop or battery. 

“It is desired,” the Department says, 

that the following Instructions be 
transmitted to the commanding officers of 
the troop units to which these Reserve 
oflicers are assigned : 

“a. The eareful supervision of the in 
struction and training of the Reserve ofli- 
cers during their one year of active duty 
is deemed a matter of the utmost im 
portance, 

“hb. The general principle to govern 
this training is that whereas these officers 
shall enjoy the sume status as newly 
commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army in order to develop in them quali- 
ties of leadership and a sense of responsi- 
bility, their professional education will be 
systematically organized and efficiently 
conducted under the direct supervision of 
the commanding officer, 

“ce, It is essential that the training be 
uniform for the officers of each arm to 
insure a fair competitive and comparative 
basis for the final selection of 50 officers 
for appointment in the Regular Army.” 

There will be a special course for re- 
serve lieutenants, the purpose of which 
is to develop the professional education 
of newly appointed Reserve officers and 
to give them a foundation in basic mili- 
tary subjects, preparing them for the 
practical performance of their duties as 


lieutenants in a company, battery or 
troop. 

The course is designed to cover 300 
hours (36-weeks «at approximately 9 


hours per week). In general, the officers 
should perform troop duty with their 
units in the morning and attend school in 
the afternoon. A nine-hour weekly 
schedule will therefore mean four two-

Safety at Sea 

Those officers of the Navy who were 
assigned to special duty on board passen- 
ger liners, plying the Atlantic and the 
Pacific in the summer of 1934, for the 
purpose of reporting on the methods of 
operation of these ships with respect to 
the observance of the rules governing 
safety at sea, will be especially interested 
in the following letter addressed by the 
vice chairman of the National Committee 
on Safety at Sea to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, who is charged under the law, 
with the enforcement of existing liws 
governing the operation of merchamt 
vessels, 

It will be remembered, that, following 
the burning of the Morro Castle and the 
heavy loss of life among her passengers 
and crew, public sentiment demanded 
rigorous enforcement of the laws and the 
enactment of new laws, if such were 
found necessary. In furtherance of this 
aim, officers of the Navy were detailed 
as inspectors to the principal ships of the 
leading marine operators. 

Since then, Congress has passed a num- 
ber of new laws having as their object 
further protection of the lives of passen- 
gers and crews on board merchant liners. 
It now appears that, while the new laws 
are corrective on paper, adequate provi- 
sion has not been made to enforce these 
laws from insufficient appropriations to 
provide for the inspections by govern- 
ment oflicials, without which the laws 
might as well have not been enacted. 

The letter from the vice-chairman of 
the National Committee on Safety at Sea 
to the Secretary of the Treasury follows: 

“Our committee in the course of Its 
work, hus investigated a large number 
of proposals for increasing safety on the 
high seas, and we have reached the con- 
clusion that we cannot even begin to have 
safe boats unless we have adequate 
supervision and inspection and means ef 
enforcing existing and future regulations. 

“The Bureau of Navigation and Steam- 
boat Inspection Service, which is charged 
with this responsibility, is at the present 
time totally unable to carry out or @- 
force even the present laws. 

“The Bureau is required by law to 
make quarterly inspections of all passen 
ger and cargo vessels each year. Because 
of a shortage of personnel, it has failed 
to make during the past year, nearly 
nine thousand such necessary inspections. 
It certainly seems most inconsistent with 
the policies of the government to stint a 
bureau which is directly charged with 
the safeguarding of the lives of millions 
of American citizens who travel at sea.”

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Paso, Texas, with the 56th Infantry to 
March 20, 1917. He then served at Ft. 
Oglethorpe, Ga., until Sept. 10, 1917. 
General Boschen was an_ instructor, 
Plattsburgh Training Camp to Nov. 29, 
1917. He commanded the 56th Infantry 
and was Director, British and French 
Mission School, at Chickumauga Park, 
Georgia, to February 2, 1918; and served 
at Camp MacArthur, Texas, in various 
capacities to July 18, 1918. 

General Boschen sailed for France in 
July, 1918, where he served until Dec. 
19, 1918; participating in the St. Mihiel 
and Meuse-Argonne offensives. Upon 
his return to the United States in De- 
cember, 1918, he was placed in charge of 
the Enlisted Allotment Branch, Zone 
Finance Office, in Washington, until Aug. 
7, 1919. He was Zone Finance Officer, 
Washington, to December 31, 1919; and 
Finance Oflicer, U. 8S. Army, Washing- 
ton, to June 30, 1924. He was Finance 
Officer, U. S. Military Academy, West 
Point, N. Y., to Aug. 1, 1929. 

General Boschen was ordered to 
Manila in August, 1929, and upon his 
arrival was assigned to duty as De- 
partment Finance Officer, Philippine De- 
partment, Manila, to October 13, 1931. 
He returned to the United States in 
November, 1931, and served as Finance 
Officer, Sixth Corps Area, Chicago, to 
July 20, 1934. On September 7, 1934 he 


became Finance Officer, Ninth Corps 
Area, Presidio of San Francisco. 
General Boschen has received the 


Silver Star Citation; the Purp!e Heart, 
and the French Croix de Guerre with 
gilt star. 





Air Reserve Policies 

Plans of the War Department for im- 
proving the “admittedly unsatisfactory 
condition of Air Corps Reserve training” 
were revealed to the House Military 
Affairs Committee this week during 
hearings on Air Reserve legislation. 

Testifying in opposition to HR 12241, 
a bill backed by the Air Reserve Asso- 
ciation to give officers of the Air Corps 
Reserve pay for inactive duty flying and 
retirement if injured, Lt. Col. J. B. 
Brooks, AC, USA, representing the War 
Department, said that Departmental 
plans for new planes and increased ac- 
tive duty flying for the Reserve would 
remedy present unsatisfactory condi- 
tions. 

“The admittedly unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of Air Corps Reserve training is 
under intensive study at the War De- 
partment,” Colonel Brooks said, “With 
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a view to improving the inadequate fly- 
ing equipment, the inadequate flying 
hours, and the infrequent 14 day train- 
ing allowed to Group 1 and Group 2 
pilots. 

Steps are now being taken to get new 
planes for the exclusive use of the Re- 
serves, he said. Forty planes designed 
for Reserve training are now on order, 
while others are provided in the pend- 
ing appropriation bill. Previously, offi- 
cers of the Air Reserve had protested 
against the obsolete planes they had to 
fly. 

“The equipment in the hands of the 
Reserve is now at its lowest ebb,” he 
said, explaining that this was the re- 
sult of a shortage of planes for the 
Regular Army. 

War Department plans, Colonel 
Brooks said, call for an increase in the 
number of flying hours allowed to re- 
serve from 25,000 to 55,000 in 1988 and 
to 75,000 in 1939. The increase was 
not askea for 1937, he said, because 
there would not be a sufficient number 
of new planes delivered to the Reserves 
by then. The increase in hours, he de- 
clared, would permit one thousand 
Group 1 and Group 2 pilots to fly one 
hour a week and have two weeks ac- 
tive duty each year. In allowing 70 
hours a year to 1,550 Group 1 and 
Group 2 pilots, of which 20 hours would 
be on 14 day active duty, it was esti- 
mated that this would give full train- 
ing to an average of 1,000 officers and a 
large number would not personally be 
able to get in the full time. 

The Chief of Staff has just approved 
a policy, Colonel Brooks testified, where- 
by when any Group 1 or Group 2 pilot 
applies for 14 day active duty training, 
it will be mandatory to give it to him. 
Fulfillment of this policy, as well as the 
proposed expansion of hours, he pointed 
out, depends upon action of the Bureau 
of the Budget and Congress. In this 
connection, he said, that the policy of 
the Department as to Reserve officer 
training generally is that 80 per cent of 
the officers of the Arms and 20 per cent 
of the officers of the Services shall re- 
ceive 14 days active duty training an- 
nually. 

In view of this program, Colonel 
Brooks said, the Department believes 
that no other measures should now be 
taken. Provision for inactive duty pay, 
he said, would “open the door to the 
other arms and services asking for pay, 
for other types of inactive duty training. 

“If that argument is a good one,” in- 
terjected Chairman McSwain, “we should 
not have passed the Army promotion 
bill a year ago for fear they would be 
coming along and asking for more and 
more promotions. We can meet that 
problem when we come to it. At present 
the question seems to me to be—is it 
right for us to keep on asking the Air 
Reserve officers to contribute this volun- 
teer service?” 

Lt. Col. Frank L. Purdon (Inf.) GSC, 
also testified for the War Department. 
Commenting on the provision for retire- 
ment of Air Corps Reserve officers in- 
jured on inactive duty training, he said 
that this would give them considerable 
more benefits than all Reserve officers, 
including themselves, if injured while on 
active duty. 

Five officers of the Air Reserve Associa- 
tion appeared in behalf of the bill. Major 
Beatty, president of the organization, 
testified, as did Capt. B. H. Merchant, 
secretary, Capt. M. C. Harper, president 
of the Second Corps Area Department of 
the Association, Capt. E. L. Smith, vice 
president of the Second Corps Area De- 
partment, and Capt. John M. Hayworthy, 
past president of the New York group. 

Captain Smith urged that the name of 
the Air Reserve be changed to “air de- 
fense unit” or some other designation 
which would not classify them with other 
Reserve officers. He declared that the 
officers of the Air Corps Reserve differ 
from Reserve officers of other arms and 
services in that they need daily or weekly 
training. Declaring that Reserve offi- 
cers of Group 1 are part of the “first line 








of defense” and would immediately gy 
into action, he contended that they arp 
not a “Reserve.” 

Provision for training pay for inactiye 


flying is necessary, he said, becanse 
younger flyers in the Air Reserve do not 
or can not participate in this volunteeer 
training. At Mitchell Field, N. Y., he 
and other witnesses testified, almost 
without exception the only Reservists 
regularly performing inactive duty flying 
are World War veterans. 

“Randolph Field graduates do not seem 
to have the esprit de corps to bring them 
out to perform this volunteer flying,” be 
said, “We must provide this flying pay if 
we are to keep up an efficient reserve jp 
the future when we old-timers are gone.” 

Declaring that in his 18 years connec. 
tion with the Army, he had never flowy 
au modern airplane, Captain Smith urged 
that “Regular Army officers drop their 
‘condescending air’ toward Reserve off. 
cers.” Regular officers, he said, con 
sider Army planes their personal propetty 
and will not permit Reserve officers from 
flying the new ones. 

The need for some protection by means 
of pension, retirement, or other compensa- 
tion for Reservists injured while flying, 
Captain Smith said, is based partially on 
this fact and partially on the fact they 
cannot get insurance for flying. 

“Regular Army officers fly every day ia 
the best airplanes,” he declared, “Whi 
Reserve officers, flying infrequently and 
thus more apt to crash up, must fly in old 
crates. We can get no protection for ot 
families while flying. I, for example, can 
protect my family by insurance from aeé- 
dents occuring in my civilian capacity, 
but my policy specifically exempts ace: 
dents while flying Army planes.”

Four of the vessels, the Wadsworth, 
the Wilson, the Nicholson, and the Cush- 
ing, operated in European waters during 
1917 and 1918 escorting troops and sup- 
plies through the submarine zone. The 
Wadsworth, commanded by Rear Adm. 
Joseph K. Taussig, USN, then with rank 
of Lieutenant Commander, was the flag- 
ship of the first destroyer division to re- 
port for duty with the British Naval 
Forces. The Winslow sailed from the 
United States on May 7, 1917, and the 
Cushing and Nicholson followed eight 
days later. 

The names Winslow, Cushing and Mug- 
ford remain on the Navy list as they 
have been assigned to destroyers now un- 
der construction. 





Rotating Fuselage Conveyors

Coast Guard Activities

The other amend 
ment proposed by the committee oceun 
on page 3, line 14 of the bill, after th 
word “States” insert a comma and th 
following: “Its Territories, and posse 
sions.” This amendment is intended t» 
show that the term “inland waters” s 
used in the act shall not be construed t 
include harbors, bays, sounds, roadstéeads 
and like bodies of water along the coasts 
of the Territories and possessions of the 
United States. 

Representatives of the Treasury De 
partment, Department of Commerce an 
a representative of the Department of 
Justice appeared before the committe 
and favored the bill. 

The bill would empower commissjonel, 
warrant, and petty officers of the Coat 
Guard to make inquiries, examination, 
inspection, searches, seizures, and arrests 
upon the high seas and the navigable 
waters of the United States, its tem 
tories and possessions, except the Philip 
pine Islands which have their own it 
sular coast guard, for the prevention, 
detection, and suppression of violation 
of laws of the United States, and for 
these purposes they are authorized 
board vessels subject to the jurisdiction 
or to the operation of any law, of the 
United States.

SO QUICKLY ARE THE HARD learned lessons of the World War forgotten 
that today, less than 20 years later, we find the Senate Munitions committee seriously 
recommending that the United States abandon present plans for industrial prepared- 
ness. By nationalizing peace-time manufacture of munitions the committee would kill 
what vestige of munitions industry we have and then in war hand them some tools 
and demand production—production which a government board (the Kernan Board 
of 1916) determined, once destroyed, takes from 18 months to three years to recreate. 
The Committee’s conclusions apparently were reached without any consideration of 
the needs of national defense (except on the part of the minority which questioned 
complete nationalization because of its effect upon disarmament, national defense, 
and government costs). Representatives of both the War and Navy Departments 
reported nationalization as at variance with defense requirements. Lt. Col. C. T. 
Harris, jr.. OD, USA, and he was supported by Capt. W. S. Farber, USN, told the 
committee that “The War Department does not favor the nationalization of muni- 
tions manufacture—that is, the full manufacture in government establishments. Such 
a policy would fail in war, and therefore does not appear logical in peace.” The 
munitions committee would have the government purchase jigs, tools and dies to turn 
over to private manufacturers in war. This reckons without the vital factor of 
trained personnel. The committee, however, would exempt the manufacture of air- 
planes from nationalization because it is still a “rapidly developing” art and differs 
therefor from the “somewhat more standard articles for which it is proposed to have 
the Government acquire facilities.” On this reasoning the committee seems to believe 
that the manufacture of warships, guns, powders, ete., are all stabilized and that no 
progress may be expected in the future. They apparently have not heard of the ad- 
vancements made in the past 20 years in more powerful weapons, better propellants, 
more accurate directors, and in mechanization and motorization. In its half-hearted 
recognition of the need of private manufacture in defense the committee proposes 
that while the government manufacture its needs in peace-time that plans for the 
mobilization of industry in wartime “can be carried out in the same way it is now 
proposed to do.” The fallacy of expecting production under such conditions was ex- 
pressed in the War Department statement given the committee: “A factory can start 
producing at once only if the necessary machinery and machine tools are installed and 
the personnel is familiar with the manufacturing technique. This condition will 
exist only where the factory has had actual orders in peace time.” Should another war 
come it will be like the last in that it will be a conflict not between armed forces alone 
but between “nations in arms.” Knowing these conditions Congress must not strip 
us of any portion of our means of defense. 


THE END OF APRIL SEES the passage from the active list of the Army of 
Major General Dennis E. Nolan and with him goes the heartfelt best wishes of an 
indebted citizenry and a devoted service. Appreciation for General Nolan’s service 
will grow with the years. Unassuming and kindly, his great force of power of 
accomplishment flows so quietly that few seemed to realize it until his deeds were 
done. As a junior major he was selected by General Pershing to go with him to France 
and organize the American Intelligence Service. Under his direction was built up that 
most efficient and smoothly operating Intelligence service which has stood as a model 
ever since. When General Pershing introduced General Nolan to President Wilson 
he said, “Mr. President, I want you to know that no Commander in Chief has been 
served as well or as efficiently in Intelligence as I have been by General Nolan.” 
Given leave for rest from his Intelligence duties Gen. Nolan asked for and was given 
a front line detail. In that short period he led the 55th Infantry Brigade through the 
fierce fighting of the Meuse Argonne offensive and-earned the Distinguished Service 
Cross. General Nolan’s genius for organization and gallant leadership in battle 
has its place in history, but today, wherever he goes or whatever he does General 
Nolan carries with him the love and respect of every officer and of every soldier who 
has ever had the good fortune to have served with him.

Weather Maps by Radio.—The Bureau of Engineering of the Navy Department is 
expected soon to arrange for the installation of newly perfected radio receiving 
equipment by means of which, complete daily weather maps can be received on board 


ships of the Navy at sea. 


These weather maps, which are now distributed by the 


United States Weather Bureau to all shore stations, show the areas of high and low 
pressures over different parts of the continent and the oceans and the anticipated 


direction of storms, 


Under arrangements perfected by the Weather Bureau and the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, these maps are now being sent by special radio transmitting equip- 
ment to the large Atlantic liners that have installed the apparatus to receive them in 


much the same manner that photographs are flashed to newspapers. 


An 8 by 10 


weather map is turned over to the R. C. A. by the Weather Bureau and R. C. A. in 


turn, transmits the map to the ships. 


The new equipment will permit commanding officers of Naval ships to study 
up-to-the-minute weather conditions over wide ureas at sea and to decide on local 
conditions that are to prevail during the following twenty-four hour period. Under 
existing arrangements, Navy ships not equipped with the new apparatus, have no 
other guide to coming weather other than the two daily weather forecasts radioed 


to all ships at sea. 


Chief Lyons to Constitution—The Bureau of Navigation has recently issued orders 
detaching Chief Boatswain Mate Charles J. Lyons from the Wyoming for duty on 


board the U. 8. Frigate Constitution, now berthed at the Navy Yard Boston. 


Chief 


Lyons is regarded as perhaps the last of the chief boatswains mate on active duty in 
the Navy who is qualified to maintain the hemp rigging of the old Navy sailing 
frigates and to replace as necessary, the stays, shrouds, ratlines, braces, and bunt- 


lines as they become weather worn. 


Under the supervision of Rear Admiral Gherardi, commandant at Boston, the 
Constitution is being maintained as a naval museum and exactly as she was in the 
days of her fighting glory in 1812. Visitors are cordially welcomed to her docks. 
Capt. H. E. Cook, captain of the Navy Yard, has taken the keenest interest in the 
preservation of the Constitution since her return to Boston after her three years cruise 
to the ports of the Atlantic and the West coast and has been instrumental in obtaining 


many new objects that were associated with the ship in her fighting days. 


These 


have been added to the museum that was begun during her last cruise. 

In selecting Chief Boatswain Mate Lyons for the Constitution, the Bureau has 
had in mind the constant interest of visitors to the Constitution in the ship’s rigging 
which has been precisely duplicated from that used in the Navy ships of a hundred 


and thirty years ago. 


There is nothing like it in existence in the world. 


The Bureau 


is likewise aware of the need of exercising extreme care to preserve this rigging in a 
safe condition for the protection of visitors from injury from blocks and other parts 
falling from aloft, due to the disintegration of the hemp from which the rigging is 
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made, Chief Lyons fitted out the Constitution when she went into commission in 193] 
und cruised in the ship on the Atlantic and in the Gulf of Mexico until the summer of 
1932. 


Commander Hartley to Saratoga—Lt. Comdr. Henry Hartley, USN, one of the most 
distinguished officers of his rank in the Navy, has been detached from the Nayy 
Hydrographic office in Baltimore, effective May 12th and will proceed by the liner 
President Pierce to the West coast for duty as assistant first lieutenant and damage 
control officer of the carrier Saratoga. The shipping and maritime interests of Bajtj. 
more are going to miss Henry Hartley and the Saratoga is going to be the gainer by 
the transfer. 

Lieutenant Commander Hartley’s naval service began 33 years ago, when as g 
youth of 16, he enlisted in the Navy as an apprentice boy. His first duty afloat was 
on board the sailing frigate “Essex” and the lessons learned on her decks in the art 
of a man of war's man have marked his Naval service to this day. 

Hartley chose to go up through the quartermaster branch and in consequence 
his real home is on the bridge of a ship of the Navy. Attaining the warrant rank of 
boatswain before the commencement of the World War, he became a specialist in the 
handling and command of small craft, more particularly Navy tugs. In the early 
months of the War he served in the destroyers and later when the first of the Forg 
built Eagle boats were ready for delivery at Detroit, Hartley was ordered to command 
and fitted out the first of this class and brought her down the St. Lawrence River ty 
Boston. 

The true calibre of Henry Hartley as a seaman was seen when the news of the 
sinking of the submarine S-51 in 1923 startled the Naval service and the Americap 
people. As the commanding officer of the mine sweeper Falcon, he rushed to the 
scene of the sunken vessel in nearly 300 feet of water in Block Island Sound. The 
decision was made that the S-51 must be raised, a task unparalleled in the annals of 
salvage work. No vessel had ever been raised from such a depth and no vessel 
of her weight had ever been lifted from any depth. 

As the maritime world knows, the S-51 was brought to the surface and her officers 
and crew were disinterred from a grave in the sea. The credit for this astounding 
feat has rightfully been given to Ernest J. King, now Rear Admiral King: former 
naval constructor Edward Elisberg, and Lieutenant Henry Hartley who trained the 
divers and superintended the salvage work. To Hartley was given the honor and the 
responsibility of commanding the tow that conducted the S-51 from Block Island to 
the Navy Yard New York. When the S-4 was sunk off Cape Cod in 1927, the same 
officers, working in the bitter cold of a New England winter, raised her likewise, 
Both feats stand unchallenged in the history of undersea salvage work. 

For his services in these rescues, Lieutenant Commander Hartley was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal and the Navy Cross, and an advancement in rank. 

In 1982, Hartley was chosen by the Navy Department, on the recommendation of 
the commanding officer of the Constitution, to be the executive officer of the old 
Frigate on her cruise from Washington to the West coast and her eventual return to 
her home port at Boston. Since this cruise involved expert towing skill and a 
intimate knowledge of square rigged seamanship, Hartley’s assignment to the exped- 
tion became a vital factor in the suecess of the Constitution’s mission. From the 
lessons he had learned in the old Essex and from his long experience in the Navy’ 
tugs, Hartley found himself completely at home in the Constitution. For his ser 
vices in the frigate, he was recommended for a second Navy Cross. His infant so 
Henry Hartley, jr., was christened in the cabin of the Constitution by Captain Sidney 
Evans, chief of Navy chaplains in 1982. 

And now Lieutenant Commander Hartley is to begin his duties on board the 
largest ship in the Navy. In the Saratoga, he will find the compartments larger than 
the decks spaces of the Constitution and there will be more of them. On her hangar 
deck, he will find deck room enough to cradle the old frigate. He will not have to 
bend low as he did on the Constitution to inspect the Saratoga’s forehold. Every 
thing will be bigger and roomier but the ways of doing things—they will be the same 

on the Saratoga, the Essex, and the Constitution. 


Battleship Construction—Admiral William H. Standley, Acting Secretary of the 
Navy, said at his press conference this week that he expected a decision by the Presi: 
dent regarding the construction of two Navy battleships and that he hoped it would 
be shortly. “If the decision is to seek funds, it will have to be in time for this Com 
gress,” he said. “That is what I hope—to get the decision in time to include it.” 

Admiral Standley called on the President earlier in the week and urged that 
Congress be asked to authorize the Navy Department to go ahead with plans to lay 
the keels of two new battleships, to be the most modern and formidable afloat. Upo 
leaving the White House, Admiral Standley said the President neither said yes 
no to his proposal. 

When asked just what the Navy Department’s plans are with regard to the re 
placement program, the Admiral replied : 

“This replacement program is not by chance. We started to initiate a replace 
ment program when we got the Vinson Trammel bill passed. The origin of that bill 
was the idea of developing an annual program to provide for the replacement ? 
obsolete ships of our Navy. So the whole plan started with the bill and has bee) 
followed through by the President’s policy to build the Navy to treaty strength and 
keep it there. Under the Washington and London treaties when you brought a ne® 
ship into being the old one that was replaced was scrapped. We have not developed 
any plan other than that. Our plan is to replace ships as they become actually 0% 
less, not just because they are overage, but when they can no longer take their place 
in the battle line. Our idea is we will carry out the terms of the Washington 4 
London treaties unless somebody pushes us off the band wagon.” 

The Navy department will start construction of the two ships when it 
funds, Admiral Standley said. 

However, construction cannot be begun until the expiration of the London Treal!, 
December 31, 1936.

Nationalization of Munitions 

The Senate Munitions Committee this 
week filed a report recommending that 
the manufacture of munitions be na- 
tionalized in time of peace by having 
the War and Navy Department manu- 
facture their own munitions. 

The report is at variance to the 
recommendations of both the War and 
Navy Department whose representatives 
urged that the maintenance of private 
manufacture is vital as a national de- 
fense measure. 

The committee, recognizing apparently 
that such private manufacture would be 
necessary in war, recommends that the 
“War Department be given sufficient 
appropriations to acquire the jigs, tools, 
and dies necessary for installation in 
private plants in time of war for the 
manufacture of munitions.” Thus the 
committee apparently would kill the in- 
dustry in peace and then in emergency 
hand them tools and demand immediate 
production without considering the im- 
portant factor of trained personnel. 

The recommendation was endorsed by 
a majority of the committee, Senators 
Nye, Clark, Pope and Bone, while a 
minority consisting of Senator George, 
senior Democrat on the committee, and 
Senators Vandenberg and Barbour, re- 
publicans, while supporting all other 
findings opposed nationalization of muni- 
tions declaring “the public welfare, from 
the standpoint of peace, defense, and 
economy, can be better served by rigid 
and conclusive munitions control.” 

Senator Nye, chairman of the special 
committee which for the past two years 
has been investigating the munitions in- 
dustry, in submitting the report on April 
20 announced that it will shortly re- 
port separately on the War Depart- 
ment’s industrial mobilization and uni- 
versal draft plans and upon existing 
neutrality legislation. Later there will be 
a report on World War financing and a 
comparative study of costs of munitions 


manufacture in public and_ private 
plants following which it will sub- 
mit a final summarizing report. Only 


the findings and recommendations of 
the present report were made public this 
week. The complete document, covering 
more than 300 pages of matter dealing 
with the various munitions companies 
investigated, will be published shortly, 
it was said. He asked for permission 
to print 44,000 copies of the report. 
Text of Recommendations 

After bitterly assailing American 
munitions manufacturers for their sales 
methods the report goes into its recom- 
mendations as follows: 

“The members of the committee are 
all agreed that, in view of these findings 
it is essential that the worst of these 
practices be stopped if it is possible to 
stop them, and that the nature of the 
foreign practices of American munitions 
companies and their profits on contracts 
for the military services of the United

States should be strictly limited and con- 
trolled. 

“The committee majority (Senators 
Nye, Clark, Pope, Bone) recommends 
Government ownership of facilities ade- 
quate for the construction of all war- 
ships, by the United States Navy De- 
partment, also all gun forgings, pro- 
jectiles, and armor plate, and of facili- 
ties adequate for the production of pow- 
der, rifles, pistols, and machine guns 
necessary for the United States War De- 
partment. 

“It does so because it believes that 
regulation is easily evaded, and cites the 
committee’s unanimous findings on the 
profit limitation in the Vinson Act of 
1934 incorporated in the committee’s Re- 
port on Naval Shipbuilding. It is con- 
vinced that a thorough examination of 
the books of the naval contractors sub- 
ject to that act will show greatly in- 
creased overhead and other methods of 
increasing apparent costs. 

“It does so also because any control 
over the foreign affairs of the companies, 
which is essential to the estoppel of pres- 
ent practices, will, in effect, amount to 
control of management, and cannot be 
effected successfully under the private 
ownership of these companies. 

“It does so also because of its findings 
that during the World War the muni- 
tions companies insisted throughout on 
their pound of flesh in the form of high 
profits for their production, and did not 
let their patriotism stand in the way of 
their ‘duty as trustees’ to the stock- 
holders, 

“In making its recommendations for 
Government ownership of certain facili- 
ties the committee majority believes that 
the War and Navy Departments can pro- 
duce from their own ranks or employ 
sufficiently able technicians to operate 
these plants successfully. 


“The committee majority has noted the | 


pressure on the service departments by 
the munitions and shipbuilding compa- 
nies for orders and for help in foreign 
sales and for help in opposition to em- 
bargoes and other disarmament measures, 
and wishes the Army and Navy to be 
the masters in their own house, and free 
from outside pressure. 

“The committee majority believes that 
the manufacture of the material which 
it is proposed to have the Government 
manufacture (powder, projectiles, guns, 
armor plate, gun forgings, and naval 
vessels) can be carried on and improved 
on satisfactorily by the staff of the War 
and Navy Departments, and that the 
mobilization of the war-munitions indus- 
tries in wartime for the wartime pro- 
duction of some or all of the necessary 
munitions can be carried out in the same 
way it is now proposed to do. Salaries 
for technicians should be made com- 
parable with those in private industry. 
The Government plants should, in the 
event that new construction instead of 
purchase is decided upon, be located as 
close as possible to the present plants 
so that there may be a minimum of 
labor dislocation. 

“The committee majority believes the 
national defense will be greatly aided by 
the estoppel of the practice of selling 
American military inventions abroad, 
which can be accomplished effectively 
only in this manner. 

Exempt Aircraft 

“The committee majority points out 
that the Government services already 
manufacture half of the naval vessels, 
their guns, their rifles, their ammunition, 
and, in the case of the Navy, their pow- 
der, and sees no change in principle to 
extend the present practice in regard to 
this material to the same or other ma- 
terial. If the Navy can manufacture 
powder, the Army can do so as well. 
The Army has made important contribu- 
tions to machine-gun development and 
has at present no benefit of competition 
when it wishes to purchase machine 
guns. The Army has shown its ability 
in the development of the 75 field piece. 
The aircraft industry is at present 
exempted from these recommendations, 
although it is almost entirely dependent 
on Government orders or indirect sub- 
sidies, because airplane and engine con- 
struction are still rapidly developing arts 
and in that way different from the some- 


what more standard articles for which - 





—— 


it is proposed to have the Government 
acquire facilities. 

“The committee also recommends that 
the War Department be given Sufficient 
appropriations to acquire the jigs, tog 
and dies necessary for installation ip 
private plants in time of war for the 
manufacture of munitions. 

“The plan as proposed by the ep. 
mittee majority looks forward to an ade. 
quate munitions plant to supply the 
peacetime needs only of the Army 
Navy, and procurement by the military 
services of sufficient tools and equipment 
so that installation of them in private 
plants may be undertaken in time of 
war. This will be done under regulatioy 
or even in the absence of regulation upon 
the outbreak of war, It does not play 
large munitions plants. In a later report 
on Government costs figures will be pre. 
sented to show that the Navy could ep. 
large its facilities to produce all the 
ships necessary for a considerable nayal 
race at a cost for those facilities of gg 
little as $23,600,000, including sufficient 
machinery to modernize the yards and 
produce ships even more efficiently than 
at present. 

“The committee majority does not gee 
any danger to overproduction in Goy- 
ernment plants since the manufacture of 
the Army’s guns and rifles and the 
Navy’s powder and ships have not, ae. 
cording to any service officials, resulted 
in overloading the services with material, 

“At present the munitions companies 
charge into their costs to the Govern- 
ment all the overhead of idle plant, with 
resultant high costs to the Government. 
Carnegie Steel Co. made profits, accord- 
ing to its own figures, of 57.9, 43.4, and 
42.7 per cent on three typical Navy con- 
tracts between 1930 and 1934. Yet on 
the contract on which 57.9 percent profit 
was made Bethlehem Steel Co. had bid 
$130 a ton above Carnegie and Midvale 
had bid $110 a ton above Carnegie. It 
was admitted by the steel companies 
that their prices included overhead for 
idle time. (Compare Report on Govern- 
ment costs.) The committee majority be- 
lieves that the idle Government armor 
plate plant should be brought into use 
and that the Government’s own overhead 
can be cut down by its use. 

“The committee majority recommends 
strict control both in regard to profits 
and foreign and domestic activities for 
those parts of the industry not included 
in Government ownership. 

Minority Views 

“The committee minority (Senators 
George, Vandenberg, and Barbour), sup 
porting all other findings of the com- 
mittee, questions the complete national- 
ization of certain defense commodities, 
because it doubts the advantage from 
the standpoint of (1) its effect upon 
disarmament, (2) its effect upon esset- 
tial national defense, and (3) its effect 
upon Government costs. The committee 
minority believes that if large Govert- 
ment plants are erected to provide these 
commodities, there will be inevitable 
local, political pressure to maintain these 
plants at full capacity production te 
gardless of actual defense needs, and the 
result will be to encourage armament 
rather than disarmament. The committee 
minority believes that if all production 
be thus concentrated in Government 
plants, furthermore, there will be no ade 
quate corrolary reliance, through private 
manufacture, in the event of a war 
emergency unless the nationalized facill- 
ties are maintained at a needlessly & 
travagant and dangerous rate during 
peacetime. The committee minority be 
lieves, on the other hand, that unless 
these facilities are kept on a full-time 
production basis during peace years, the 
unit cost of production will increase to® 
point which will create higher costs @ 
the Government than would be available 
through normal, private purchase.

Perhaps the event which has been 
most gratifying during the past year was 
the reorganization of the 3d Signal Com- 
pany at Fort Lewis, Washington. In 
1925 the demand for additional operators 
for the growing War Department Radio 
Net and the necessity of furnishing 
nore complete meteorological service for 
the expanding Air Corps, grew so insis- 
tent that they could no longer be denied. 
When the crisis was reached and it was 
fond impracticable to increase the 
Signal Corps by a single man, the Chief 
Signal Officer with great reluctance 
recommended the disbanding of the 3d 
Signal Company, thus leaving the Third 
Division without division signal troops. 
Thanks to the increase in the strength 
of the Army, it has been possible to re- 
constitute this company. It has been 
signed a minimum complement of 
selected oflicers and noncommisioned of- 
teers and is being rapidly recruited with 
wen of an exceptionally high type. The 
picture shows the type of man being re- 
cruited for this company; these are all 
high school men. It is indeed a great 
sitisfaction to have once more on the 
laciic Coast, an active Regular Army 
division signal company. 

Sist Signal Battalion Reaches Peak 
From 1921 to the early part of 1933 
the Slst Signal Battalion had existed 
a a tactical unit in name only. It had 
served principally as a service unit for 
the Signal Corps School and as a re- 
placement pool for the Signal Corps at 
large. For this reason it was not issued 
lechnical equipment nor was it organized 
wr trained as a signal battalion. During 
this period the battalion was the only

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The Reel Unit, RL-26, is a two-axle 


device for accommodating two one-mile 
reels. When recovering wire a gasoline 
motorcycle engine drives the spools and 
recovery is as fast as the detail can 
throw the wire in the clear and guide it 
on the reels. This equipment may be 
readily mounted in any type of vehicle. 
It is pictured here mounted in a GMC 
half-track truck which is capable of 
operation across country over soft or 
rough ground as well as on roads. In 
the picture, the equipment is shown reel- 
ing in wire. The staff sergeant is guid- 
ing the wire on the lower reel, the priv- 
ate on the upper reel and the master 
sergeant is operating the clutch levers. 
(The detail normally does not include so 
much rank, a corporal and two privates 
being sufficient.) 

The Reel Unit, RL-31, is a cradle-type 
reel carrier which accommodates either 
the half-mile or the mile reel. It is 
operatable in three ways: Ist, set up on 
the ground for reeling or unreeling wire 
from stationary position, as in handling 
the short local circuits at a headquar- 
ters; 2d, set up in the same way and 
mounted in a truck or other vehicle for 
laying wire along the route traversed 
and 3d, the legs extended in cradle form 
for transportation by two men. 


Printer Telegraph Replaces Manual 

During the World War telegraph was 
manually operated to a considerable ex- 
tent, the figures for the A.E.F. being 488 
Morse operators to 136 multiplex printer 
operators; that is, Morse operators con- 
stituted more than 78% of the telegraph 
operator personnel. Since 1918 there 
has been a radical change. Operation of 
the printer telegraph does not require 
knowledge of the telegraph code. A typist 
can be quickly converted into a satisfac- 
tory printer telegraph operator and as 
the latter commands a much smaller 
salary than does the manual Morse op- 
erator, the commercial telegraph com- 
panies have been rapidly changing over 
from manual to printer operation. A 
visitor to a big civilian telegraph office 
today is struck by the fact that the 
Morse operators are men mostly as old 
as the late thirties. They are the old 
guard of the office and yet they are oper- 
ating the secondary circuits. The young- 
sters, often women, are handling the 
busy circuits, pecking away at their 
printer keyboards. 

During the World War the Signal 
Corps had in its enlisted grades a large 
number of commercially trained Morse 
operators, many of them among the 
fastest in the country. But if we should 
xo to war today, we could enlist few 
such men. The young man Morse oper- 
ator is almost an extinct species. The 
Signal Corps recognizes the situation 
and its plans contemplate the use of 
printer telegraph almost exclusively for 
service down to include division head- 
quarters, perhaps even further to the 
front. So a war today would find us 
not with 78% Morse operators but with 








practically none at all. 

Nearer the front,, where printer oper- 
ation is impracticable, we will use 
manual operators trained to the radio 
code, Their instruments will be very 
light and compact and will use a tone 
signal similar to that of a radio-tele- 
graph receiver. 


Army Radio Net Modernized 

The last year saw further progress 
in the modernization of the Army Radio 
Net. This system consists of 115 radio 
stations in the United States and foreign 
departments which serve 55 government 
departments and independent establish- 
ments in addition to handling official 
War Department business. Approxi- 
mately 450 men are required to operate 
the system. <A _ study of the traffic 
handled by the War Department Mes- 
sage Center in Washington shows that 
the average number of errors is less 
than one per 1,000 messages. All per- 
sonnel employed on the system, including 
operators, maintenance men and super- 
visors, receive training of the type which 
can only be obtained when operating an 
actual communication system carrying 
on live traflic of major importance to the 
agencies served. 

Radio Program Nearing Completion 

In 1926, by order of the Secretary of 
War, a board of officers was convened to 
consider the development of suitable and 
noninterfering types of radio apparatus 
for Army air and ground stations, and 
the question of coordinating Army radio 
activities with those of other interested 
departments of the Government. This 
“Rosenbaum Board,” so designated from 
the name of its president, Colonel Otho 
hh. Rosenbaum, G.S.C., studied the entire 
question of radio as it affected the Army. 
It had the assistance of an expert from 
each radio-using arm and was thus able 
to make a detailed analysis of the radio 
situation which existed at the time and 
to estimate the requirements both from 
the point-of-view of the Army as a whole 
and from that of the particular arm of 
the service. Based upon its study, the 
Rourd made a long-range plan to guide 
the development and production of radio 
equipment step by step as funds should 
become available. 

The Army had emerged from the World 
Wur with radio equipment similar to 
that of the French, the predominating 
types being low-powered spark sets but 
including several vacuum tube equip- 
ments. During the years immediately 
after 1918, such phenomenal develop- 
ment had been made in vacuum tube sets 
that the spark set had become completely 
out of date. In an effort to supply the 
Army with improved equipment, the Chief 
Signal Officer had pushed a program of 
replacement of the war-time spark set 
by the more efficient vacuum tube equip- 
ment. When the Board convened, there- 
fore, it found “modern” equipment in the 
hands of all elements. A part of this 
modern equipment, however, had been 





designed before radio-telephone bread- 
cast had taken the country by storm and, 
in consequence, some sets operated more 
or less exclusively in the 500 to 1500 
kilocycle or broadcast band. Meanwhile, 
sale of broadcast receivers to the public 
had reached an enormous volume and the 
use of Army transmitters in that band 
caused howls of annoyance from the 
broadcast public. The Board wae thus 
confronted with the necessity of vacating 
the broadcast band at the earliest prae- 
ticable date and this in spite of the fact 
that the characteristics of the high fre- 
quency radio field had not been fully 
explored. 

Some important features of the Rosen- 
baum Board’s plan were necessarily 
contingent therefore on the practicable 
usability for the Army purpose desired, 
of certain high frequently bands, the ex- 
act characteristics of which had not 
been fully determined. But subsequent 
experiments and exploration of the high 
frequency field demonstrated that not 
only were the proposed bands usable, 
but that frequencies of an even higher 
order were admirably suitable for cer- 
tain uses. Because of the wisdom of the 
Rosenbaum Board in making its plan 
flexible, it has been possible year by year 
to develop in accordance with the plan, 
the portion of the set-up provided for 
by the funds made available. 

Now that the Rosenbaum Board's Plan 
is approaching completion, it would be 
pleasing if we could say that the Army's 
radio equipment is complete, that we 
have everything we need and that our 
development program can rest. But we 
cannot say that. Radio is still making 
marvelous strides; the latest thing in 
1931 was out of date in 1935, wy 4 
ment has been greatly improved and this 
improvement will undoubtedly continue, 
but the advance of radio science is only 
one of three reasons for our heavy de- 
velopment program. The developments of 
mechanization, motorization and faster 
airplanes have required new radio equip- 
ments for each purpose. And with the 
development of new sets we have had a 
corresponding development of tactical 
thought in the use of radio. The Rosen- 
baum Board's Plan is nearing completion 
but the end of Army radio development 
is not in sight. Americans in their peace- 
time activities are the greatest users of 
electrical] communications in the world, 
und they do not change in this respect 
when they put on the uniform. It Is 
essential that the occurrence of an emer- 
gency should find us with the latest type 
equipment which it is possible to pre- 
duce, 


Signal Corps Pigeon Best in Country 
Army pigeoneers and their birds are 
so unobtrusive and their lofts so few that 
some members of the Army do not 
realize that the Army still has pigeons. 
It seems an anachronism in the days ef 
the long-distance telephone, high-speed 
radio, and multiplex telegraph, to utilize 
a means of transmission which was al- 
rendy ancient when the Crusaders in- 
vaded Valestine. The World War, how- 
ever, turned back many pages of history. 
The page of the homing pigeon remained 
turned, because pigeons proved them- 
selves relinble and rapid; in many in- 
stances, as in that of the “Lest Bat- 
talion,” they got messages through when 
ull other means had failed. Pigeons 
proved themselves so convineingly that 
the armies of the great powers con- 
tinued their war-time pigeon services. 
The Signal Corps policy is to rely on 
the thousands of patriotic pigeon fan- 
ciers of the country to supply the large 
numbers of birds which will be needed in 
an emergency but meanwhile it con- 
ducts training and experiments in order 
to keep informed of the possibilities of 
using pigeons for various situations. A 
few Army lofts are thus required and 
in these lofts the Signal Corps aims to 
develop a superior strain of pigeon. 
That it has succeeded in doing so is evi- 
denced by the record of its entries in 
the big races which are held each year. 
The American Racing Pigeon Union 
awarded the Army’s pigeon, “Always 
Faithful,” the Hall of Fame medal “for 
the most outstanding performance of a 
racing pigeon for the year 1985.”

The Merchant Marine 
From The Marine Journal 


Lack of a definite governmental policy 
teward the Merchant Marine is handi- 
capping the development of American 
mercantile services, and this uncertainty 
is increased by the failure to make pro- 
vision for the continuation of the ocean 
mail contracts pending the adoption of 
a permanent policy, according to the 
Foreign Trade Committee of the Missis- 
aippi Valley Association. 

This uncertainty not only affects ship- 
owners in future construction plans, but 
threatens them with loss of business 
from American shippers. Most shippers 
contract their transportation needs 
months in advance. They insist on cer- 
tainty and stability of service. But be- 
cause of the present confusion and un- 
certainty they have no assurance that 
the American lines will continue and 
self-protection dictates that they turn to 
foreign ships. This loss of business, in 
turn, makes the continued operation of 
American lines still more uncertain. 

The situation is particularly critical 
in the South, where the Mississippi Val- 
ley needs regular and adequate ocean 
services to serve the Gulf ports. No busi- 
ness of any kind could long survive such 
uncertainty and confusion. Patronage 
and connections built up by years of ser- 
vice and the investment of both enter- 
prise and money will be lost. 

The abrupt cancellation or modifica- 
tion of the ocean mail contracts, which 
were entered into by the shipowners in 
good faith, without some alternative pro- 
vision for adjustment will give notice 
to the world of our Intent to abandon 
the merchant marine and will result in 
weakening and even the destruction of 
our ocean services, and may involve the 
government in law suits for damages 
and counter ciaims. * * * 

An adequate American Merchant Ma- 
rine is America’s most effective insur- 
ance against excessive ocean freight 
rates in both peace and war. American 
ships are also the best salesmen for 
American goods abroad. Our foreign 
competitors all give government aid to 
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their mercantile marine. Under the pres- 
ent unsettled world conditions America 
cannot afford to permit its Merchant Ma- 
rine to lag behind.

During that year there were 5590 
races flown under the supervision of the 
American Racing Pigeon Union, and in 
these races more than 1,200,000 pigeons 
competed. From this vast army of per- 
formers one pigeon only was selected to 
win the honors which have come to the 
Signal Corps bird. 

The event in which this outstanding 
performance was made was in the Chat- 
taunooga National Race, the most im- 
portant pigeon race flown in the United 
States, and in 1935 there were 1,114 
birds competing. These pigeons repre- 
sented the pick of the racing pigeons 
from sixty-three cities located along the 
Atlantic seaboard, from Washington, D. 
C., to New Ilaven, Connecticut and the 
distances they had to fly were from four 
hundred to eight hundred miles air line. 

The start of the race was at 5:45 A. 
M. on June 22, and the Signal Corps 
pigeon arrived at its home loft at Fort 
Monmouth, New Jersey, at 4:57 the fol- 
lowing morning, having flown 715 miles 
in less than sixteen hours, after de- 
ducting the official allowance time for 
darkness.

“In the opinion of the Navy Depart- 
ment, selection boards in the perform- 
unce of the duty imposed upon them by 
law should have all available informa- 
tion on every officer eligible for recom- 
mendation for selection. Any restriction 
on the latitude of investigation selection 
boards are permitted to exercise, such as 
proposed in this bill, would seriously 
hamper these boards in arriving at their 
conclusions. Further, since some mem- 
bers of all selection boards personally 
know some of the officers under consid- 
eration and have observed them in their 
performance of duty, it would be clearly 
impossible for such members to base their 
recommendations on only the professiona] 
records of such individuals, as required 
by the terms of this bill. 

“It may be true that in some cases offi- 
cers may be suffering from physical de- 
fects which do not interfere with a satis- 
factory performance of duty, but under 
existing law selection boards do not rec- 
ommend for promotion on a basis of sat- 
isfactory physical condition but instead 
are required to recommend those officers 
who in their opinion are best fitted. 
Kach member of the board performs this 
duty under oath. The physical fitness of 
an Otlicer being an inseparable and most 
important part of his general fitness for 
promotion, any restriction on the proce- 
dure of selection boards which would pro- 
hibit them from considering, on a com- 
petitive basis, the medical records of 
eligible officers, would seriously interfere 
with the application of the principle of 
selection. 

“The bill H. R. 11828 is not in accord 
with the program of the President. 

“The Navy Department strongly rec- 
ommends against the enactment of the 
bill H. R. 11828,”

And as a result of my observa- 














tions abroad, I cannot escape the convic- 
tion that the United States has no right- 
ful place in the inter-rviations of the 
European Powers. More than ever I be- 
lieve in the wisdom of George Washing- 
ton when, in his testament to his people, 
he counselled them to avoid foreign en- 
tanglements.” 

Following is the text of President 
Roosevelt’s speech on national defense: 

“This administration, as you know, stands 
for adequate national defense. It stands 
also, for the policy of the good neighbor. 
These are not contradictory principles. As 
they are followed by this administration 
they represent an expression of the purpose 
of peace. 

“There is much confusion of thought and 
some unnecessary apprehension on this mat- 
ter of national defense. There are sincere 
and patriotic people who have been led to 
believe that our military and naval estab- 
lishments are inferior and inadequate. That, 
so stated, is a totally wrong conclusion. It 
has been the aim of this administration to 
make our national defense efficient and to 
keep it adequate. Today our defense forces 
are on a stronger peace-time basis than be- 


fore. It is our purpose to keep them that 
way. 
“There are other equally sincere and 


patriotic people who look upon our system 
of national defense as much too large for 
our needs; an unnecessary expense, a threat 
perhaps, to peace. That, too, is a totally 
wrong conclusion. When we say adequate 
defense we mean just that. The prospect 
of a war of aggression has no place in our 
American policy. It has no place in our 
military or naval program. We are main- 
taining a system that will meet our de- 
fensive needs. We have no plan for any 
other kind of a system. 

“Americans generally will agree that some 
measure of preparedness for defense is neces- 
sary. They disagree as to how much is 
determined by several factors. First of all, 
it is determined by a very common-sense 
fact. If we take on any of the obligations 
of self-protection, it follows that we must 
take on all the obligations of self-protec- 
tion. We have, for example, two extensive 
and widely separated coasts to guard. There 
would be no sense in a preparedness policy 
adequate for the defense of only one const. 
Defense must be adequate, not sectionally 
adequate, but nationally adequate. 

“Our answer to the question as to what Is 
nationally adequate is not always the same. 
It changes—is bound to change—-with chang- 
ing international situations. If this were a 
disarming world, it is obvious that our needs 
would be proportionately decreasing. I re- 
gret that today this is not that kind of a 
world. I regret exceedingly. 

“But here we confront the question of dis 
armament. On that issue our policy is clear. 
That policy has two elements in it. First, 
we propose to press, continually, for a limi- 
tation of armament by international agree- 
ment. Second, failing to get that, we will 
make no increase of our own armament un- 
less other powers by increasing their arma- 
ment, make increase by us necessary to our 
national safety. 

“If progress in armament limitation has 
been slow, progress in other areas has been 
rapid. We have stated the principle of the 
good neighbor as the standard for the con- 
duct of our foreign policy. We have begun 
the practice of that principle. Already that 
practice has ushered in a new era of good 
will between ourselves and the great nations 
of the Americas. One after another we are 
liquidating the causes of friction and mis- 
understanding between us. A new confidence 
has been established. This summer's Pan 
American Conference will meet in an atmos- 
phere of unprecedented friendliness. What 
we have achieved in that one area is a 
measure of what we desire to achieve 
through the whole range of our internationai 
relationship. 

“That achievement is wholly consistent 
with our program of national defense. It is 
an expression of the very objective on which 
our national defense is based. 

“We have a disinterested, consistent and 
successful foreign policy. In it we give no 
thought to a war of aggression on the part 


of the United States. We stand firmly by 
our solemn treaty obligation renouncing 


war as an instrument of national policy.”

Air Corps Training 

A supplemental training directive for 
Air Corps units of all commands is now 
being disseminated to the service by the 
War Department. 

Heretofore, annual War Department in- 
structions on Air Corps training have been 
exhaustive and detailed, restricting the lati- 
tude of field commanders in the formulation 
of their training programs. The reorganiza- 
tion of the Air Corps and the accumulated 
experience in this arm now justify a change 
in policy, conforming more closely to that 
which has been applied to the other arms. 
As a result, the instructions which follow are 
relatively broad and are limited to those 
training features upon which special empha- 
sis is desired. Corps Area and Department 
Commanders and the Commander General, 
GHQ Air Force, will include the necessary 
elaboration and detail in their training pro- 
grams to secure the best training results. 
In this connection, the War Department in- 
structions on Air Corps Training, 1935-1936, 
will be found a valuable guide. 

2. The constant and rapid development in 
aircraft and equipment makes it advisable 
to maintain a certain fluidity in tactical 
doctrine. As a result, our air forces, and 
particularly the GHQ Air Force, must serve 
as important agencies of development and 
test in the fleld of tactics and technique. 
Appropriate recommendations based on their 
training experiences will be submitted from 
time to time by all commanders to the next 
higher command. 

3. Training to maintain individual flying 
skill will not be relaxed. Not only is such 
skill a fundamental requirement for success- 
ful air operations but it is essential for the 
protection of personnel and the conservation 
of costly equipment. 

4. Continued emphasis will be placed on 
navigational training to the end that the 
tactical objective may be reached at the 
designated time, in daylight or darkness, 
despite the handicap of adverse weather 
conditions. This training, indispensable to 
bombardment and long range observation 
aviation, is also important for other types 
of lesser range. 

5. The required technical and administra- 
tive ground personnel will be trained to 
render efficient and coordinated service s0 
essential for the success of flying missions 
by combat echelons. In view of the present 
limited capacity and output of the Air Corps 
Technical School, individual training and 
development of Air Corps technical special- 
ists remains an important responsibility of 
unit commanders, 

6. A thorough working knowledge of the 
maintenance and operation of the equipment 
in use and of certain technical subjects

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
affecting flying is essential for flying per- 
sonnel to properly perform its part of the 
mission of the air force. The ground train- 
ing of pilots during their first two years of 
service will include the following subjects: 


G * air rules, airplane and engine 
ma, e, communications, aircraft arma- 
men’ ¥raft instruments, air navigation, 
meter ‘gy, chemical warfare, technical ad- 
minisif .ion. Instructional material will be 


furnished by the Chief of the Air Corps upon 
request. 

7. All Air Corps officers below the grade 
of Lieutenant Colonel who are not graduates 
of the Army War College, the Command and 
General Staff School or the Air Corps Tacti- 
cal School, and who are on duty with organ- 
ized troop units will pursue Army Extension 
Courses in accordance with Announcement 
of Army Extension Courses, 1936-1987. Grad- 
uates of the Air Corps Training Center are 
exempt from taking 10 and 20 series of the 
Air Corps subcourses. No officer will be re- 
quired to repeat subjects which he has 
satisfactorily completed at a special service 
school. Each efficer will complete a minimum 
of @ heurs of extension school work during 
the training year. 

8. Bach tactical unit of the Air Corps, ex- 
cept detached flights, will be required to 
operate for a period of at least two weeks 
from other than its home airdrome in the 
eonduct of field exercises. During these exer- 
cises logistical considerations and security 
measures included in the preparation of, 
movement to and operations from new bases 
will be emphasized. 

9. The extreme vulnerability of aircraft 
on the ground makes security a problem 
of great importance. At the same time, dis- 
persion of small units on separate airdromes, 
as a measure of security, becomes increas- 
ingly difficult, as the characteristics of air- 
craft demand larger fields with prepared 
runways. The increased importance of 
camouflage, the use of cover, and dispersion 
on airdromes must receive the careful atten- 
tion of all commanders, Protective measures 
against chemical agents will be emphasized. 

10. The following pertains particularly to 
the GHQ Air Force and to other Bombard- 
ment, Attack and Pursuit aviation: 

a. Records indicate that full use is not 
being made of Air Corps ammunition train- 
ing allowances. Fivery effort will be made to 
increase proficiency in aerial gunnery and 
bombing. Within the limits of available 
equipment, pursuit units will emphasize ma- 
chine gun firing at aerial targets at altitudes 
at which pursuit is expected to operate dur- 
ing war. Training in bombing from altitudes 
in excess of 15,000 feet will be stressed in all 
bombardment units equipped for such opera- 
tions. 

b. While the GHQ Air Force may be em- 
ployed independently the importance of air 
operations in conjunction with ground forces 
will not be overlooked. The element of co- 
ordination involved in joint operations with 
ground forces must receive the careful atten- 
tion of all air force commanders. The use 
ef pursuit aviation in cooperation with the 
other elements of the anti-aircraft defense 
ia but one example of operations involving 
close cooperation. The development of team 
play with the supporting and supported 
ground troops is of vital importance. 

c. Advantage will be taken of every practi- 
eable opportunity for tactical cooperation 
of air forces with other arms. To this end 
direct correspondence between Army and 
Corps Area Commanders and the Command- 
ing General, GHQ Air Force is authorized. 

d. Bach Wing Commander in control of 
bheavier-than-air units at separate stations 
will conduct joint training exercises involv- 
ing all such units of his command at least 
once during each training year. 

11. The following pertains particularly to 
Cerps and Army aviation: 

a. Corps Area and Department Com- 
manders will provide for the frequent and 
thorough cooperative training of observation 
aviation with the other elements of the com- 
aes Sones of which it must form an integral 
part. 

b. Training in two way radio communica- 
tion between aircraft and ground units will 
be emphasized. Wvery effort will be made to 
increase proficiency in obtaining accurate in- 
formation and in its rapid transmission to 
the headquarters of the appropriate unit. 

c. Use of the limited allowances of artillery 
ammunition for Corps and Army observation 
aviation units will be carefully supervised 
to improve proficiency in aerial observation 
of artillery fire. 

d. Emphasis will be placed on machine 
gun firing at aerial targets with flexible ma- 
chine guns in order to obtain the maximum 
proficiency with the ammunition training 
allowance.
